ITH Hearts ſorely diſtreſſed, and 
deeply affected with the Calami- 
ties of our Fellow- Subjects, and 
painfully apprehenſive of the im- 
| pending Delolations conſequent of 
an Indian War, we addreſs the Governor, and ear- 
neſtly intreat thy favourable Attention, on this ſo- 
lemn and important Conjuncture, in which the 
Lives and Liberties of the People of this Pro- 
vince are ſo nearly concerned. ; 

WE have, with the moſt ſenſible Concern and 
Pain of Mind, obſerved the ſorrowful Alteration 
in the State of this late peaceful Province, now be- 
come the Theatre of Bloodſhed and Rapine, and

diſtreſſed by the crue] Devaſtations of a vl 
Enemy, which juſtly excites the moſt aggravating 
Reflections in every conſiderate Mind; yer when 
we conſider that all Wars are attended with fatal 
Conſequences, and one with Enemies ſo ſavage as 
thoſe who have now become ours, with Circum- 
ſtances the moſt ſhocking and dreadful, we cannot 
omit beſeeching, that before the Reſolution of de- 

claring War againſt them be carried into Execu- 
tion, ſome farther Attempts may be made, by pa- 
cifick Meaſures, to reduce them to a Senſe of their 
Duty, and that a farther Opportunity may be of- 
fered to ſuch as may be willing to ſeparate from 
thoſe who have been the wicked Inſtruments of 
perverting them. 

Tu x Settlement of this Province was founded 
on the Principles of Truth, Equity and Mercy, 
and the Bleſſing of Divine Providence attended 
the early Care of the firſt Founders to impreſs theſe 
Principles on the Minds of the native Inhabitants z 
ſo that when their Numbers were great, and their 
Strength vaſtly ſuperior, they received our N 
ors with Gladneſs, relieved their Wants with o 
Hearts, granted them peaceable Poſſcfion of he 
Land, and, for a long Courſe of Time, gave con- 


| ſtant and frequent Proofs of a cordial Friendſhip ; 


all which we humbly aſcribe to the infinite Wiſdom 
and Goodneſs of God, whoſe Hand is for Good upon 
all them that ſeek him; and as the angelick Accla- 
mation of Glory to God in the higheſt, Peace on 
Earth, and Good will to Men, with winch the Birth 
of our L.ord Jeſus Chriſt was publiſhed, and the 
Example and Precepts which He, as the Prince of 
Peace, gave through the Courſe of his perſonal 
Appearance on Earth, have afforded us undoubred 
Aſſurance that the Day is dawn'd in which his 
peace- 


EI 
peaceable Reign will be exalted, and gradually be- 
come univerſal ; we cannot, without the Neglect 
of our Duty, and ſacrificing the Peace of Conſci- 
ence, which we prefer to every temporal Bleſſing, 
omit reviving our Teſtimony in this Time of Fro- 
bation, that all Wars appear to us contrary to the 
Nature and End of the Goſpel Diſpenſation, and 
that we, as a People, ſtill firmly believe, that on 
an humble and fteady-Acquieſcence with the Dif- 
penſations of divine Providence our real Protection 
and Security depends, from which no temporal 
Inconvemencies and Difficulties can Juſtify © our de- 
| parting. 
Yer while we earncftly deſire all may attain this 
happy Experience, we do not preſume to preſcribe, 
but as our Minds feel more than our Words can 
expreſs of Pain and Anxiety for our Brethren and 
Fellow Chriſtians, whoſe Deſtruction, we fear will 
be increatcd, and perpetuated, by a haſty Declara- 
tion of War, we find ourſelves obliged to beſeech 
the Governor to reſume the moſt weighty, ſerious, 
and religious Deliberation on this melancholy Oc- 
caſion, that ſo every Meaſure which hath been 
puriued, and whatever remains poſſible to be done, 
to prevent ſo fatal and lamentable an Extremity, 
may be ſtrictly and impartially reviewed and con- 
{ſidered ; that full Enquiry may be made whether 
ſome Apprehenſions theſe Indians have conceived 
of a Deviation from the Integrity of Conduct to- 
' wards them, ſo conſpicuous in the firſt Eftabliſh- 
ment, may not, unhappily, have contributed, in 
ſome Degree, to the Alteration of their Conduct 
towards us; that full Time may be allowed for 
thoſe Indians who ſtill remain well affected towards 
us, to uſe and report the Effe&t of their Endea- 
vours to reconcile our Enemies, and that 12 
are 
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Care may be taken to prevent our Allies bein 
through the Miſconduct or evil Diſpoſitions 2 
any, injured in ſuch Manner as to provoke them 
likewiſe to turn their Arms againſt us; and that 
the Governor's Care to guard againſt involving 
the Innocent with the Guilty, may. carry ſo clear 
Demonſtration of Chriſtian Tenderneſs, and Aver- 
ſion to ſhedding Blood, that an Evidence may be 
given to the Minds of the other neighbouring In- 
dians, which may engage them heartily and ſin- 
cerely to aſſiſt in the deſirable Work of reſtoring 
Peace and Tranquillity, towards which all the 


Meaſures hitherto taken ſeem to have contributed 


little good Effect. 

Wr therefore, with Sincerity and Ardency, 
pray that the Calamities may be averted,” which 
will enſue on a continued War with theſe Savages, 
| ſome of the melancholy Effects of which the An- 
nals of a neighbouring Province, full of the moſt 
warlike People, have teſtify'd; and as the Fear of 
God, Honour of the King, Love of our Brethren 
and Fellow Chriſtians, are the Motives which have 
engaged us to make this Addreſs, we hope to de- 
monſtrate by our Conduct, that every Occaſion of 


aſſiſting and relieving the Diſtreſſed, and contri- 
buting towards the obtaining Peace, in a Manner 
conſiſtent with our peaceable Profeſſion, will be 


chearfully improved by us, and even though a 
much larger Part of our Eſtates ſhould be neceſſary 
than the heavieſt Taxes of a War can be expected 


to require, we ſhall chearfully, by voluntary Grant, 


evidence our Sincerity herein. 
M ay the Mind of the Governor be endued with 


that Wiſdom which the wiſeſt of Kings experi- 


enced to be better thau Weapons of War, and may 
thy Councils be directed to the Honour of Gad, 


and 
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and Good of the People over whom thou prelideſt, 


is our ſincere Deſire and Prayer.

T HAT agreeabls to their Requeſt be had reaſſumed 
the Conſideration of the Declaration of War, and 
bad, for that Purpoſe, ſummoned as full a Council 
as be could get together, before whom he laid the pre- 
ſent State and Condition of the Province; the ſeve- 
ral Steps taken by the Government to put an End in 
a peaceable Manner to the cruel Ravages of the In- 
dians, as well as their Addreſs; when the whole 
Matter was fully debated and conſidered, and the 
Council adviſed him to proceed immediately to a De- 
claration of War, which being agreeable to his own 
Sentiments, he ſhould accordingly do, as ſoon as the 
Conferences with the Indians, in order to make pro- 


per Diſtinctions between our Friends and E nemies, 
were over.

I ces of our Fellow Subjects on the Fron- 


tiers of this Province, engaging the deep 
Concern and Sympathy of every Mind capable of 
conſide ring the Diſtreſs and Affliction to which 
they are now ſubjected, and the preſent Conjunc- 
ture appearing to us the moſt critical and impor- 
tant the Inhabitants of this Province have ever 
known, we hope our Addreſs to you, at this time, 
will obtain your ſerious, weighty, and deliberate 


Conſideration. | 
Wr have, ſome time paſt, painfully obſerved 
the Meaſures purſued, and how remarkably they 


have been diſappointed, and fail'd of the deſirable 


End of reſtoring Peace and Tranquillity, and as we 
are informed that the Governor has under Conſi- 


deration a Declaration of War againſt thoſe Ha- 


dians, who, contrary to the Faith of their "Treaties, 


and the Friendſhip they have heretofore manifeſted 
to 
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to us, have become our open and eruel Ene- 
mies; from the ſtrong Motives of the Fear of God, 
and Love of Mankind, and eſpecially of our ſuffer- 
ing Brethren and Fellow Chriftians, we have been 
conſtrained to make our Addreſs to the Governor 
(a Duplicate of which we herewith deliver you) 
beſeeching him to ſuſpend a full Determination of 
carrying ſuch Meaſures into Execution, as may ren- 
der all pacifick Propoſals much more difficult; 
and as the Station in which you are placed, the 
Truft committed to you, and the Profeſſion you 
make of being the Diſciples and Followers of our 
Lord Jeſus Chrift, the Prince of Peace, unite in 
demanding of your utmoſt and unwearied Endea- 
vours to be excrted for the Safety, Peace and Pro- 
ſperity of the People of this Province, we intreat 
and beſeech you, as you tender the Honour of 
God, the Reputation and Promotion of the Doc- 
trines and fundamental Principles of Chriſtianity, 
and the Welfare of yourſelves, and the People 
whom you repreſent, to exert yourſelves on this 
moſt ſolemn and important Occaſion. 

THE Records of the ſeveral Treaties with thoſe 
Indians, and our Anceſtors, our own, and our 
Neighbours Experience, have fully proved, that 
though they are ſavage, and inexpreſſibly cruel to 
their Enemies, they are not void of a large Share 
of natural Underſtanding ; have, in many Caſes, 
clear Sentiments of Juſtice and Equity, and have, 
from the firſt Settlement of this Province, till a 
few Months paſt, manifeſted their Friendſhip to us; 
we therefore deſire it may be rhe Care of all con- 
cerned (tho* not convinced as we are, that War is 
repugnant to the Doctrine and Principles of the 
Goſpel) firſt to be aſſured that our Affairs with 
theſe People have been tranſacted, in every Reſprct, 


in 
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in the moſt honeſt, upright, and equitable Manner? 
The Reflections which the Want of this neceſſary 
Care muſt ſuggeſt to every Mind, if a Time of 
general Deſolation ſhould enſue, are too obvious 
and dreadful. to. be mentioned, and we are certain 
that the Conſideration thereof hath made a deep 
Impreſſion on many, who cannot bur frequently, 
in this melancholy Time, remember the emphatick 
and prophetick Expreſſions of the wiſe, worthy, 
firſt Proprietor of this Province : If Friends here 
keep to God, and in the Juſtice, Mercy, Equity, and 
Fear of the Lord, their Enemies will be their Foot- 
fool, if not, their Heirs, and my Heirs too, will loſe

F 7 HEREAS the Delaware Tribe of Indi- 
ans, and others, in Confederacy with 
them, have, for ſome Time paſt, with- 
out the leaſt Provocation, and contrary to their 
moſt ſolemn Treaties, fallen upon this Province, 
and in a moſt cruel, ſavage and perfidious Man- 
ner, killed and butchered great Numbers of the In- 
habitants, and carried others into barbarous Capti- 
vity, burning and deſtroying their Habitations, and 
laying waſte the Country: AND WHERE- 
AS. notwithſtanding the friendly Remonſtrances 
made to them by this Government, and the Inter- 
poſition and poſitive Orders of our faithful Friends 
and Allies the Si Nations, ro whom they owe Obe- 
dience and Subjection, requiring and commanding 
them to deſiſt from any further Acts of Hoftility 
againſt us, and to return to their Allegiance, the 
faid Indians do ſtill continue their cruel Murders, 


and Ravages, ſparing neither Age nor Sex: [I 


HAVE THEREFOR E, by and with the 
Adviceand Conſent of the Council, thought fit to 


iſſue this Proclamation; and do hereby declare the 
laid

[ſaid Delaware Indians, and all others, who, in Con- 
[| junction with them, have committed Hoſtilities a- 
| gainſt his Majeſty's Subjects within this Province, 
| || to be Enemies, Rebels and Traitors to His moft 
I Sacred Majeſty. AND Ido hereby require all 
His Majeſty's Subjects of this Province, and ear- 
neſtly invite thoſe of the neighbouring Provinces to 
1 embrace all Opportunities of purſuing, taking, 
qi killing and deſtroying the ſaid Delaware Indians, 
and all others confederated with them in commit- 
5 ting Hoſtilities, Incurſions, Murders and Ravages 
i upon this Province. AND WHERE AS ſun- 
[| dry of our good Friends and Allies, the Six Nati- 
ons, and other friendly Indians, are ſeated upon, 
and do inhabit, the Country to the Northward of 
|; the Mouth of a River falling into the Sa/quebannab, 
[| called Cayuga Branch; and thoſe of the Six NVati- 
| ons, now in Town, have deſired that our Hoſtilities 
1 againſt the ſaid Enemy Indians might not there- 
fore be carried on more northerly than a Line ex- 
| tending from the Mouth of the ſaid Cayuga Branch, 
1 at an Indian Town, called Diahoga or Tohiccon, to 
the Station Point between the Provinces of Neu- 
. York and Ferſey, at the Indian Town called Caſhe- 
tunk, upon Delaware, the ſaid Indians promiſing 
| us their hearty and beſt Aſſiſtance: I DO 
— THEREFORE hereby declare, that the Indi- 

| ans living and being to the Northward of a Line 
from the Mouth of the ſaid Cayuga Branch to the 
3808 ſaid Station Point, are not included in this Declara- 

il tion of War. AND WHEREAS many De- 
laware and other Indians, abhorring the ungrateful, 
cruel and perfidious Behaviour of that Part of the 
Delaware Tribe, and others that have been con- 
cerned in the late inhuman Ravages, have remo- 
ved into the ſettled and inhabited Parts of the 
Country, put themſelves under the Protection .

this and the neighbouring Governments, and live 
in a peaceable Manner with the King's Subjects: 
I DO THEREFORE declare, that the ſaid 
friendly Indians that have ſo ſeparated themſelves 
from- our ſaid Enemies, and all others, who ſhall 
Join or act with us in the Proſecution of this juſt 
and neceſſary War, are expreſly excepted: out of 
this Declaration; and it is recommended to all 
Officers and others to afford them Protection and 
Aﬀiſtance AND WHEREAS the Com- 
mifſioners appointed with me to diſpoſe of the 
Sixty Thouſand Pounds lately granted by Act of 
General Aſſembly for his Majeſty's: Uſe, have, by 
their Letter to me, of the Tenth Inſtant, agreed 
to pay out of the ſame the ſeveral Rewards for 
Priſoners and Scalps herein after ſpecified: And 
therefore, as a further Inducement and Encourage- 
ment to all His Majeſty's Liege People, and to all 
the ſeveral Tribes of Indians, who continue in 
Friendſhip and Alliance with us, to exert and uſe 
their urmoſt Endeavours to purſue, attack, take and 
deſtroy our ſaid Enemy Indians; and to. releaſe, 
redeem and recover ſuch of his Majeſty's Subjects 
as have been taken and made Priſoners by the lame 
Enemies; I DO hereby declare and promiſe, 
that there ſhall be paid, out of the ſaid Sixty Thou- 
ſand Pounds, to all and every Perſon and Perſons, 

as well Indians as Chriſtians, not in the Pay of the 
Province, the ſeveral and reſpective Premiums and 
Bounties following ; that.is to ſay: FOR every 
Male Indian Enemy, above Twelve Years old, 
who ſhall be taken Prifoner, and delivered at any 
Forts garriſoned by- the Troops in the Pay of this 
Province, or at any of the County Towns, to the 
Keepers of the Common Jails there, the Sum of 
One Hundred and Fifty Spaniſh Dollars or Pieces. of 
fight, FOR the Scalp of every Male Indian 
Enemy,

WHarT you now ſay to us, I take it to be ſaid 
to all the Six Nations, our Brethren, and ſall an- 
ſwer in their Name. 

We are glad to hear there are ſome People left of 
your peaceable Principle. We wiſh you had told us 
ſooner, and that you had always 5 and adted a- 
greeable to this Principle; for e are ſure that tho 
our Couſins the Delawares have bruch the Blow, they 
ewould not have hurt any of you, if they knew you as 
ſuch; for if you had kept 13 em conſtantly under your 

yes, they weuld ſtill have been your Children. 
Tue Interpreter explained this Speech of Scar- 
royada, to imply, That both we and the Six Nations 
bad too much neglected cultivating the Friendſhip, 
hich had been between our Forefathers; for if we 
bad been more converſant with each other, and with 
the Delawares, they would have remain'd more ſub- 
jet? to the Six Nations and us: But they were now 
grown ſtiff, like a great Tree, not to be eaſily bowed.
